3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A method for 
detecting the presence of a sol-gel coating on a metal surface, such as an aluminum 
surface, where a conversion coated control specimen has a leached alodine coating 
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and there is a color change observed is not found in the prior art. Furthermore, 
detecting the presence of an unknown coating in a mixed solution comprising of 
indicating and etching solution where the determination of a sol-gel coating is 
determined by the color change.
